LIME  KILNS 

A  short  walk  from  the  Black  Mountain  Camp  in  Center  Haver- 
hill, now  owned  by  Leon  Smith  of  New  York  City,  brings  the 
seeker  to  the  little  known  Lime  Kilns— all  that  remain  of  a  once 
flourishing  industry. 

Sometime  prior  to  1841  limestone  was  discovered  at  a  spring 
near  the  foot  of  Sugar  Loaf,  larger  beds  of  limestone  were  later 
discovered  on  the  west  side  of  Black  Mountain.  It  was  theorized 
these  beds  extended  nearly  to  Haverhill  Corner.  The  beds  and 
nearby  woodlands  were  purchased  by  a  Mr.  W.  Gannett  and  he 
built  the  kilns  for  the  burning  of  lime.  The  larger  kiln,  shown  in 
the  cover  photograph,  was  built  in  1842  and  restored  during  the 
1930's  by  the  Civilian  Conservation  Corp.  The  stone  burnt  here 
produced  50%  to  57%  pure  lime  by  weight. 

Governor  John  Page  was  influential  in  making  the  surveys  of 
the  limestone  deposits  and  in  the  development  of  the  industry. 

To  quote  the  New  Hampshire  State  Geologist,  Charles  T.  Jack- 
son, in  1842,  "The  great  bed  of  limestone  in  Haverhill  is  now 
wrought  on  a  large  scale,  and  the  lime  proves  to  be  of  excellent 
quality.  It  is  sent  to  various  parts  of  the  State,  and  a  steady  de- 
mand for  it  continues." 

The  industry  did  continue  for  many  years.  During  the  Civil 
War,  Hubert  "Hub"  Eastman  worked  as  a  lime  burner  at  the 
kiln.  In  the  1870's,  Charles  Dunkley,  father  of  Selectman  Roy 
Dunkley,  was  engaged  in  hauling  lime  from  the  kiln  to  Bradford, 
Vermont. 

The  area  of  all  this  activity  is  now  quiet  and  the  trees  are  do- 
ing their  best  to  hide  the  old  kilns.

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said 
Town  on  Tuesday,  March  12,  1957,  at  ten  o'clock  in  the 
fori  noon,  to  act  on  the  following  matters: 

Article     1.     To  choose  a  Town  Clerk. 

Article  2.  To  hear  the  reports  of  the  Selectmen,  Treas- 
urer, Cemetery  Commissioners,  and  any  other  town  officers 
heretofore  chosen  and  to  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

Article  3.  To  choose  one  Selectman  for  the  term  of 
three  years,  a  Town  Treasurer,  one  Highway  Agent,  one  or 
more  auditors,  one  Library  trustee  for  the  term  of  three 
years,  one  Cemetery  Commissioner  for  the  term  of  five 
years,  one  Trustee  of  trust  funds  for  the  term  of  three  years, 
and  all  other  necessary  Town  officers. 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  contribute 
funds  for  the  construction  of  Class  V  highways,  as  provided 
in  Chapter  188,  Part  13,  Laws  of  1945,  and  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  required  for  this  purj>ose. 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  make  any 
altemtions  in  the  amount  of  money  required  to  be  raised  and 
appropriated  for  the  ensuing  year  for  the  support  of  the 
Town,  as  recommended  by  the  Finance  Committee  in  its 
budget  report,  to  raise  and  appropriate  all  sums  so  de- 
termined for  the  purpose  so  determined,  and  to  pass  any 
other  vote  relating  thereto. 

Article  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  issue  interest-bearing  Notes  or  Orders  to  pro- 
vide for  the  current  year's  expenses  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 


To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  distribute  the  inventory  blanks  by  mail,  or  at 
the  time  they  examine  the  taxable  property. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  administer  or  dispose  of  any  real  estate  ac- 
quired by  the  Town  through  Collector's  deeds. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appoint  or 
elect  a  budget  Committee  to  supervise  the  appropriations  of 
the  Town,  and  to  recommend  to  the  next  Annual  Town 
Meeting  the  amounts  to  be  raised  for  various  purposes,  such 
recommendations  to  be  printed  in  the  next  annual  report.

The  cooperation  of  the  parents,  the  activities  of  organiza- 
tions, and  the  support  of  the  citizenry  of  the  schools  is 
acknowledged  and  appreciated.  The  continued  loyalty  of  the 
school  personnel  and  the  conscientious  efforts  of  the  School 
Board  members  are  the  means  by  which  the  Woodsville 
schools  maintain  a  successful  philosophy  of  education.

One  pupil  attended  the  Child  Guidance  Clinic  at  Little- 
ton, two  pupils  attended  the  Orthopedic  Clinic  at  Hanover, 
and  4  pupils  were  examined  at  the  Chest  Clinic  in  Woods- 
ville. 

The  Salk  Polio  vaccine  became  available  to  children 
through  14  years  of  age.  All  school  children  in  this  age  group 
were  given  an  opportunity  to  receive  the  vaccine.  The  polio 
clinics  were  sponsored  by  the  State  Department  of  Health 
and  conducted  by  Mrs.  Loretta  Russell,  R.  N.,  Public 
Health  Nurse  in  this  area.

The  teaching  staff  of  the  secondary  and  elementary 
schools  remained  the  same  as  for  the  1955-1956  school  year. 
All  elementary  teachers  were  transferred  to  the  new  class- 
rooms at  the  central  building  in  North  Haverhill.  Early  in 
the  year,  the  large  enrollment  in  grade  one  necessitated  the 
employment  of  a  helping  teacher.  Mrs.  Carrie  Conery,  of 
North  Haverhill,  accepted  this  position  and  has  proven  her- 
self to  be  a  valuable  asset  to  the  system.  I  feel  very  strongly 
that  this  additional  position  be  continued  for  the  next  school 
year.  Also,  an  additional  instructor  is  essential  for  the  acad- 
emy staff  for  1957-1958,  where  the  enrollment  is  expected  to 
reach  125  pupils.  Mrs.  Charlotte  Wilson  of  Piermont  re- 
placed Mr.  Gozzo  as  music  instructor  in  the  supervisory 
union. 

The  transfer  of  personnel  and  pupils  to  the  new  central 
school  at  North  Haverhill  was  accompHshed  with  a  mini- 
mum of  confusion,  and  the  opening  date  was  delayed  by 
only  eight  days.  A  report  of  the  building  committee  follows 
this  report. 

Underlying  every  school  system  there  is  an  educational 
philosophy,  assumed  or  expressed.  With  each  succeeding 
generation,  more  persons  work  for  others.  This  also  brings 
new  responsibilities  to  the  schools.  Each  person  today,  more 
than  ever  before,  needs  to  see  the  relationship  between  his 
work — and  the  quality  of  this  work — and  the  welfare  of 
himself,  his  family,  and  his  community.  Education  is  a 
privilege,  a  right,  and  a  responsibility. 

The  constructive  and  cooperative  efforts  of,  not  only  the 
teachers,  the  administrators,  and  board  members,  but  also 
of  the  citizenry  is  hereby  acknowledged  with  sincere  appre- 
ciation. 

The  reports  of  Principal  Jenkins,  Mrs.  LaMott,  and  the 
Building  Committee  will  be  found  immediately  following 
this  report.

PRINCIPAL'S   REPORT 

To  the  SupcrinU'iidc'iil  of  Schools: 

I  .siihinit  heroin  my  IhirLy-lliird  aiimial  rc'|Mjrl  of  Haver- 
hill Academy  and  High  School  ending  December  .'51,  lOoO. 

The  total  enrollment  for  the  school  year  1956-57  beginning 
in  September  and  ending  on  the  above  date  is  one  hundred. 
Two  have  left  school  to  date  leaving  the  present  enrollment 
at  ninety-eight.  There  are  seven  tuition  pupils.  Five  come 
from  Piermont  and  one  each  from  Benton  and  WaiTen. 

Distributed  by  classes  the  enrollment  is  as  follows: 

Boys 
Seniors  3 

Juniors  18 

Sophomores  17 

Freshmen  17 

55  45  100 

Since  there  are  but  eight  probable  graduates  in  June  and 
there  will  be  thirty  or  more  freshmen  entering  from  the 
eighth  grade  next  fall,  the  enrollment  will  reach  one  hundred 
twenty  or  more  for  the  1957-58  school  year.  This  rather 
abrupt  jump  in  enrollment  will  increase  the  number  of 
pupils  in  some  of  the  classes  to  the  point  where  our  already- 
crowded-small-class-rooms  will  not  accommodate  the  in- 
creased number.  This  condition  will  make  necessary  a  divi- 
sion of  more  classes  into  two  groups,  which  in  turn  will  re- 
quire the  addition  of  another  teacher  to  the  staff. 

The  abrupt  increase  in  enrollment  for  next  year  is  not  a 
temporary  condition.  On  the  basis  of  the  present  enrollments 
in  the  eight  grades  of  the  grammar  school,  and  assuming 
that  the  number  of  transfers  and  tuition  pupils  will  about 
off-set  the  number  of  pupils  who  drop  out,  the  high  school 
enrollment  for  the  next  ten  years  will  fluctuate  between  a 
low  of  approximately  one  hundred  twenty  and  a  high  of  one 
hundred  forty. 

Furthermore  the  addition  of  another  teacher  will  not  en- 
tirely remedy  the  situation.  Some  not  too  extensive,  and  we 
hope  not  too  expensive,  changes  will  have  to  be  made  in  the 
present  room  arrangements  to  increase  the  number  and  size 
of  some  class-rooms.

Scholarship  honors  were  won  by  Alice  Noyes,  Jack  Nor- 
man, Bruce  Miller  and  Arlene  Church  in  the  order  named. 
The  Scholarship,  Loyalty,  and  Achievement  Medal  was 
awarded  to  Alice  Noyes.  Six  of  the  twenty  graduates  are 
attending  post-secondary  colleges.  Dean  Clark,  Bruce  Mil- 
ler, and  Jack  Norman  are  at  the  University  of  New  Hamp- 
shire, Mary  Ellsworth  and  Patricia  Robb  are  at  Concord 
Commercial  College,  and  Alice  Noyes  is  at  Burdett  Busi- 
ness College. 

The  Program  of  Studies  has  been  changed  in  one  parti- 
cular only.  U.  S.  Constitutional  History  which  was  formerly 
required  of  all  Seniors  has  this  year  been  required  of  both 
Juniors  and  Seniors.  From  now  on  it  will  be  required  in  the 
junior  year  and  Problems  of  Democracy  will  be  required  of 
all  Seniors.  There  is  beginning  to  be  a  trend  toward  a  larger 
number  of  pupils  who  are  electing  the  mathematics,  science 
and  language  courses.  This,  in  the  writer's  opinion,  is  a 
trend  in  the  right  direction.  Not  only  because  these  subjects 
or  areas  of  learning  are  a  prerequisite  to  post-secondary  edu- 
cation but  because  they  offer  to  a  higher  degree  a  sufficient 
challenge  to  the  more  able  student. 

In  connection  with  this  part  of  the  report  it  would  seem 
pertinent  to  insert  here  some  extracts,  in  abbreviated  form, 
from  the  Department  of  Education's  1956  monograph  per- 
taining to  "Standards  for  New  Hampshire  High  Schools:"

x\ll  pupils  have  an  opportunity  to  participate  in  the  extra- 
curricula  activities.  At  least,  none  are  denied  the  oppor- 
tunity except  for  violation  of  the  rules  and  low  scholastic 
standing.  A  very  large  percentage  do  participate  in  one  or 
more  of  the  activities  sponsored  including  baseball,  basket- 
ball, track,  soccer,  glee  club,  dances,  and  the  commence- 
ment activities. 

The  boys'  basketball  team  won  the  League  Champion- 
ship for  the  second  consecutive  year  and  the  baseball  team 
ended  the  season  in  a  triple  tie  with  Woodsville  and  Lisbon 
for  the  League  championship.  They  won  from  Lisbon  in 
the  play-offs  but  lost  to  Woodsville  to  take  second  place. 
The  girls'  basketball  team  won  second  place  in  the  League 
losing  to  Woodsville  by  a  single  point. 

Recent  purchases  of  equipment  and  supplies  made  pos- 
sible by  the  Trustees'  appropriation  include  80  additional 
folding  chairs  for  Alumni  Hall,  power-driven  pressure- 
vacuum  pump  and  numerous  pieces  of  electrical  apparatus 
for  the  science  laboratory,  an  adding  machine  and  electric 
type-writer  for  the  commercial  department,  reference  dic- 
tionaries, and  films. 
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Mrs.  Chapman  and  her  helper,  Mrs.  Edward  Norcross, 
are  serving  excellent  mid-day  lunches  to  about  60  pupils 
and  teachers  in  the  new  quarters  in  Southard  Hall.  One  of 
the  three  rooms  in  Southard  Hall,  or  Pearson  Hall  as  it  is 
more  commonly  known,  was  made  into  a  very  adequate  and 
well  equipped  kitchen  during  the  summer  vacation.  A 
second  room  is  used  as  a  dining  room  and  the  third  room  is 
used  as  a  class-room.  Next  year  it  will  be  necessary  to  use 
the  dining  room  as  a  class-room  also. 

The  cooperation  of  everyone  directly  and  indirectly  con- 
nected with  our  school  is  gratefully  acknowledged  and  much 
appreciated.

The  annual  vision  screening  tests  were  completed  in  all 
schools.  When  defects  were  found,  parents  were  notified. 

The  individual  hearing  tests  were  done  in  grades  one,  two, 
four,  six,  eight,  ten,  and  twelve.  When  this  screening  test 
was  failed,  the  child  was  given  a  complete  audiometric  test 
and  referred,  if  necessary,  to  his  family  physician  for  further 
examination. 

Another  very  successful  Dental  Clinic  was  held  at  Brad- 
ford, Vermont.  Six  morning  clinics,  9  A.M.-12  Noon,  were 
held  with  a  total  of  47  pupils  attending.  At  the  annual 
school  district  meeting,  it  was  voted  to  raise  $200.00,  instead 
of  $100.00,  for  the  Dental  Clinic.  These  clinics  have  proved 
their  value  and  I  would  like  to  recommend  that  not  less 
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than  $200.00  be  raised  by  the  town  to  help  continue  this 
program.  I  want  to  thank  the  Pike  Grange  H.  E.  Committee 
for  their  voluntary  contribution  to  the  dental  clinic.  Trans- 
portation for  these  clinics  was  provided  by  Mrs.  Phyllis 
Cleveland,  Mr.  Edward  Foss,  Mrs.  Carrie  Conery,  Mr.  Roy 
Dunkley,  Rev.  Gerald  Miller,  and  Mrs.  Elmore  Johnson. 

The  Salk  Polio  Vaccine  became  available  to  children 
through  14  years  of  age.  Several  polio  clinics  were  held  dur- 
ing the  year  and  every  school  child  in  this  age  group  was 
given  an  opportunity  to  receive  the  vaccine.  The  polio 
clinics  were  sponsored  by  the  State  Department  of  Health 
and  were  conducted  by  Mrs.  Loretta  B.  Russell,  R.  N., 
Public  Health  Nurse  in  this  area.  I  want  to  thank  Drs. 
McKinlay,  Eastman,  and  Campbell  for  their  assistance  and 
cooperation  at  these  clinics.

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REPORT  OF   HAVERHILL   CENTRALIZED   SCHOOL 
BUILDING  COMMITTEE 

A  Building  CoiuniiLLcc  was  appoinLcd  by  the  Moderator 
as  authorized  by  vote  at  the  school  district  meeting  of 
December  19,  1955.  This  committee  consists  of  the  Haver- 
hill School  Board,  and  Paul  LaMott,  William  Eichhorn,  and 
Herbert  Bearse. 

These  men  acted  in  an  advisory  capacity  with  the  school 
board  members  lo  complete  plans  for  the  Centralized 
School  Building  at  North  Haverhill.  Mr.  Morris  Olsen, 
Principal  James  Morrill,  and  Superintendent  Phil  Bennett 
were  invited  to  sit  in  at  committee  meetings  to  assist  the 
committee  with  professional  and  technical  advice,  as  was 
j\Ir.  Paul  Farnum  of  the  State  Department  of  Education. 

The  firm  of  Hudson  and  Ingram,  architects  of  Hanover, 
New  Hampshire,  were  employed  to  complete  the  final  draft 
of  the  building.  After  several  joint  meet^ings  of  the  architect 
and  the  Building  Committee,  satisfactory  plans  were  ac- 
cepted and  the  notice  of  bids  for  construction  of  the  build- 
ing were  posted.  Late  in  February  1956,  bids  for  the  build- 
ing project  were  received  and  a  contract  awarded  to  Charles 
J.  Fiske,  of  Woodstock,  Vermont,  for  a  sum  of  $117,943.00. 
This  amount  was  revised  in  March  to  cover  the  additional 
cost  of  extending  the  activity  room  from  the  original  length 
of  65'  4"  to  81'  4",  as  voted  at  the  annual  district  meeting. 
The  revised  contract  is  $125,718.00.  Bonds  to  the  amount 
of  $135,000.00  were  bought  of  the  First  New  Hampshu-e 
Corporation  of  Concord,  New  Hampshire,  at  3.2%,  payable 
November  1  and  May  1  on  a  15-year  issue.  These  bonds 
are  negotiated  through  the  Shawmut  Bank  of  Boston, 
Massachusetts. 

Excavation  for  the  project  had  started  by  March  1st, 
1956,  and  work  has  progressed  satisfactorily  to  date,  with 
only  one  set-back.  Owing  to  the  steel  strike  during  the  sum- 
mer, delivery  of  the  steel  beams  for  the  activity  room  was 
delayed  for  three  months,  thus  preventing  the  completion 
of  several  items,  primarily  heating,  ventilating,  and  lighting 
controls,  as  well  as  the  activity  room  itself.  Dehvery  of  the 
steel  was  made  on  January  11th  and  erected  on  the  12th. 
Extreme  weather  conditions  will  now  be  the  chief  factor  if 
future  delay  of  construction  is  experienced. 

The  Committee  wishes  to  express  its  appreciation  to  the 
V.  F.  W.  for  their  activity  in  making  playground  space 
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available  for  this  school  site.  Also,  to  all  other  citizens  who 
have  given  generously  of  time  and  advice  to  make  this 
project  a  success. 

Upon  the  completion  of  the  building,  dedication  exercises 
will  be  planned.

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REPORT   FROM   THE   WHITE   MOUNTAINS 
REGION   ASSOCIATION 

Thanks  to  [hv  line  co-o[)crali()n  of  the  towns  in  our  Re- 
gion, the  Association  lias  l)ccn  able  to  carry  on  an  extremely 
busy  program  aimed,  as  always,  toward  the  benefiting  of  the 
entire  northern  part  of  New  Hampshire. 

To  this  end  we  have  co-operated  wherever  it  has  been 
possible  with  any  and  all  agencies  that  have  been  working 
along  any  lines  that  promised  eventual  benefit  to  any  sort  of 
business  within  our  state  and  region  borders.  This  is  in  line 
with  the  original  Regional  concept,  that  pooling  of  efforts 
can  accomplish  more  than  can  be  done  by  a  lot  of  separate, 
smaller  and  unco-ordinated  efforts.  Nevertheless,  along  with 
this  we  continue  our  own  individual  projects  and  plans, 
where  these  promise  to  be  more  directlj'  productive. 

Again  we  have  distributed  all  over  the  United  States 
nearly  100,000  pieces  of  promotional  literature  of  all  types — 
maps,  lists  of  places  to  stay,  picture  folders,  hunting-and- 
fishing  folders,  and  winter-vacation  brochures.  We  know 
these  arouse  interest  and  bring  business  because  people 
write  for  them  from  all  over  the  map;  they  also  tell  us  later 
on  that  these  folders  were  of  definite  help  in  causing  them  to 
decide  where  to  spend  their  vacation  time — AND  MONEY! 
Your  town  was  represented  in  each  and  every  one  of  these 
folders. 

Our  4-H  Awards  Program  continues  to  encourage  boys 
and  girls  to  take  part  in.  and  do  better  in,  this  fine  and 
worthwhile  program.  Through  cash  awards  to  members  and 
clubs,  we  are  proud  to  be  helping  these  youngsters  to  be  the 
constructive  farm  citizens  of  our  Region  in  the  future. 

We  have  planned  and  co-operated  with  the  planning  and 
carrying  out,  as  well  as  the  publicizing,  of  Old  Home  Days, 
Woodsman's  Contest,  Guides"  Show,  Community  Festivals. 
Horse  Shows,  and  the  like,  as  well  as  planning  and  setting 
up  one  of  our  own,  the  White  Mountains  Region  Art  Center. 
We  have  spent  a  lot  of  time  on  the  road,  attending  shows 
visited  by  hundreds  of  thousands  of  people  in  Boston,  Hart- 
ford, and  Philadelphia,  and  are  planning  more  of  such  work. 

As  to  results,  we  have  again  run  a  mail  survey  to  find  out 
what  good  we  were  accomplishing.  From  just  one  small 
sample  (109c  of  4,000)  of  our  mail  requests,  we  turned  up 
1-48  parties  numbering  440  people  who  came  here.  Only  j?a?t 
of  those  told  us  how  much  they  spent  here,  but  thut  sjuall 
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'part  spent  $18,571.00!!  Seems  unbelievable  until  you  realize 
you  can't  get  by  vacationing  on  much  less  than  $7.00  a  day. 
Anyway,  what  they  alone  spent  means  that  jroTn  that  STnaU 
group  came  back  into  this  Region  ^%  times  the  total 
amount  appropriated  by  our  towns!  Actually,  there  was 
much  more. 

What  this  means  to  every  taxpayer  is  that  much  money, 
either  direct  income  or  tax  income,  came  here  to  help  take 
the  burden  off  the  local  people.  The  man  who  never  sees  a 
tourist  would  be  paying  much  more  on  his  tax  bill  all 
through  this  state  if  visitors  were  not  paying  a  substantial 
share  of  the  freight!  With  your  help,  we'll  continue  to  do 
our  part  in  keeping  the  money  coming  in.
